MR. IONNIE O'DELIL appeared before the Council, slong with MR. JOHN BARTON,
to renew their request that a recreational program for the T.A, BROWN SCHOOL ares
be included in the budget for hext year. The Mayor asked that the group again
contact the Director of Recreation, Mr. Beverly Sheffield, and thanked Mr. 0'Dell
and Mr. Barton for their coming in.

MR. PAT MENDEZ, representing MRS, AURORA GALINDO, 171l East 3rd Street;
MRS. PRESCILIANA SONTOYA, 208 Salina, and MISS MARY GRACE HERRERA, 1805 East
3rd Street, complained of the houses that were belng moved to the 1700 block of
East 2nd. He did not believe these house could be renovated although they meet
the minimun reguirements. There were three buildings moved to the area belonging
to MR. CHESTER BROCKS. Councilman White stated Mr. Brooks had called him this
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morning stating that these houses would be completely worked over, put in
bathrooms, new roofs, and make them livable. Councilman Palmer asked that

"Dear Sir:

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of H. D. Pruett, Jr,
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for permission to construct, maintain, snd operate a drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercial drivewsys in conjunction therewith upon

the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of Maripcsa
Drive and South Interregional Highwey, which property fronts 100 feet on Mariposa
Drive and 175 feet on South Interregional Highway, being known as s portion of
Lot 9 of South Side Addition in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and
the property upon which this £illing station is to be located is owned by H. D.
Pruett and is under lease to Texaco, Inc. We hereby advise that the following
conditions exist. :

"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is desig-
ngted as General Retail upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"All drainage, natural, or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a mammer that such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk ares into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage
shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connection
to a storm sewer which empties into an open dralnageway shall be discontinued,
if the wastte becomes s nuisance or damaeges any property or rights of others in
the vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recommend that H. D. Pruett, Jr. be granted permission to comstruct,
maintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following
conditions.

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Depariment
of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
streets before he starts any construction relatiwe to the f£illing station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall
be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
vhile said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street, or
alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storsge and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters lLaboratories, Inc., and that all construction
of the filling station improvements shell be in accordance with the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinence, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance
with the ordinaence prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the
City Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
olls or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk ares and that
all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trep which shall be constructed in accordsnce with our standsrd plsn 2 - H - 146,
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“(5) That all £illing station improvements, pump islends, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which
plan besrs the Department of Public Works file mumber 2 - H - 1658.

"{(6) Expansion joinbs shall be constructedias shown upon the plan
hereto sitached, marked 2 - H - 1658 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the re-
gquirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a
final inspection, end upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a
Cervification of Operation before such f£illing station can be put into service.
